Four  of  these  words  are  defined  in 
the  margin  notes  on  page  33  of  Between  the  Lines  11.  Identify  three  more  words  in  the  story 
that  are  used  in  fly-fishing  and  write  a margin  definition  for  each.

In  Lesson  2,  you  read  “Arctic  Plums”  and  “First  Kiss — First  Lesson.”  Each  of  these 
compositions  is  a memoir  in  which  the  author  reflects  on  a childhood  experience  and  a lesson 
he  or  she  learned.  Identify  the  lessons  that  each  author  learned.  Are  these  lessons  relevant 
today?  Explain.

Journal  Assessment  Criteria 

Content 

Ideas  are  thoughtful,  perceptive,  and  original.  The  content  is  detailed  and 
the  writer’s  purpose  and  sense  of  audience  is  self-evident.  An  organizing 
principle  makes  ideas  easy  to  follow. 

6 marks 

Ideas  are  generally  thoughtful  and  perceptive  but  lack  originality.  Some 
details  are  included,  but  the  writer’s  purpose  and  sense  of  audience  are 
not  always  evident.  An  organizing  principle  is  present  but  not  consistently 
maintained. 

4 marks 

Ideas  are  not  particularly  thoughtful,  perceptive,  or  original.  Details  are 
sketchy  and  there  is  little  evidence  of  a consistent  purpose  and  sense  of 
audience.  Content  seems  largely  disconnected. 

2 marks 

Ideas  are  not  at  all  clear,  and  any  detail  is  confusing  and  conflicting.  The 
writing  displays  little  or  no  understanding  of  the  task. 

Insufficient 

Writing  Skills 

Language  has  been  selected  that  reflects  thoughtful  creativity.  The  writing 
has  been  effectively  revised  and  edited  for  errors  in  grammar,  spelling, 
and  punctuation. 

4 marks 

The  language  used  is  generally  appropriate  but  often  vague  or  general. 

There  is  evidence  of  revision  and  editing  errors  in  grammar,  spelling,  and 
punctuation,  but  errors  persist  that  might  interfere  with  comprehension. 

2 marks 

The  language  used  is  inaccurate  and  inappropriate.  There  is  no  clear 
evidence  of  revision  or  editing  for  errors  in  grammar,  spelling,  or 
punctuation.
